Prof, N. E. Wilson's Ad 


dress at General 


Assembly 


Prof. N. E. Wilson delivered the 


General Assembly address in the Uni- 
versity Gymnasium yesterday 
after- 


noon. There was a large attendance. 
Following is a brief abstract of Prof. 
Wilson's, interesting talk on "The 
Fairy Land of Science:" 


People usually look upon science as 


a jnass of dry facts, while fairyland 
is all that is beautiful and full of 
poetry and imagery. I hope to prove 
to you that science is full of beautiful 
plctuies, of real poetry and of wonder- 
ful working fairies. 


The beauties of water in action and' 


in still life were described by the 
speaker "as it rushes along in the 
swift brook, spouts up in the foun- 
tain, shakes itself into ripples upon 
the suiface of the pond, or as it lies 
spell bound and motionless beneath 
the touch of winter." 


This magic 
is the spellbinding by 


the enchantment of the frost giant. 
But the deliverer Is 
coining 
The 


waters of i the pond will ripple again, 
the ice locked brook will once more 
sing it-j roundelay as it dashes over 
the pebbles 
Is not this a fairy tale 


of nature' Such as these is it that 
science tells. 


Fairy lore tells us many wonderful 


things, but science outdoes fairy tales 
and all it tells is true. 


Watch natuie at work. 
Listen to 


the wind as it blows 
Look at the 


clouds lolling overhead and the waves 
rippling on the pond. Watch the flow- 
er buds opening one by one and hark- 
en to the biook as it goes rippling by. 
Watch the dewdrops as they gather 
on the grass. 
Study and trace the 


delicate frost crystals which bespangle 
every blade 
on a wintry morning. 


Look at the vivid flashes of lightning 
in a storm and listen to the pealing 
thunder. 
All these are the work of 


the 
invisible 
forces or 
fairies of 


science. 


In concluding the address.the beauty 


of which 
and its 
intense 
Interest 


should make it live as a masterpiece 
of imagery, Professor Wilson said: j 


"We are all groping dimly for ftfe' 


Unseen Power, but no one who loves 
and studies it can ever feel alone and 
unloved In the world. Facts, as mere 
facts, are dry and barren, but Nature 
is full of life and love and her calm, 
unswerving rule is tending to some 
great, though hidden, purpose. 
You 


may call this Unseen Power what you 
will, may lean on it, in loving, trusting 
faith, or bend in reverent and silent 
awe, 
but even the 
little child who 


loves Nature and gazes on her with 
open eye, must rise in some sense or 
other through Nature up to Nature's 
God."

THE TRUST QUESTION IN IOWA 


W 


HATEVER its final outcome may be the 


Henderson incident is a highly suggestive 


one in its bearing upon the general political situa- 
tion. The Speaker was nominated for an eleventh 
term, upon a-platform which intimated that a rem- 
edy might be found for the trust evil in a revision 
of the tariff «chedule«. 
Although the declaration 


appears to hare been a rery mild one, Mr. Hender- 
son wolild hare none of it, and declined the nomi- 
nation. 
Whether he regarded the action of the 


conyention a« a personal rebuke to him, or declined 
simply upon the high moral ground that he was 
not in harmony with his constituents upon the 
trust-tariff question cannot be gathered with cer- 
tainty from his published letter!. 
It is probable, 


though, that both feelings were in his mind. 


Mr. Henderson is a man of inordinate self-es- 


teeem. Without the ability of Tom Reed he has 
undertaken to play the same role. He is less cynic- 
al than Reed but quite as arbitrary. 
He is a most 


extreme partisan, and advocate of what he calls 
"strong government." He lost a foot in the civil 
war, and ever since the close of that conflict he has 
been fighting the ghost of the dead Confederacy, 
'iue tariff was the irst great National economic 
problem witk which he grappled, and in dealing 
with it he ha* made mo note of changing conditions. 
He has failed to realize that many of our industries 
have long outgrown their infancy and have reached 
the stature of giants. It has not occurred to him 
that some of them no longer need protection, and 
that when protective duties are imposed where 
they we not required they serve no good purpose 
even from the extreme protection standpoint, but 
simply-create oppressive monopolies. 


Mr. Henderson, like many other old-time Re- 


publicans, imagines that if the tariff is modified 
with a view of curbing the trusts, it amounts to an 
admission that it has been a factor, at least, in the 
creatiom of tie trusts. So it certainly has, for leav- 
ing the merits of protection as advocated by Ham- 
ilton, Clay and Greely entirely out of consideration, 
it is clear that »n some lines it has been carried 
too far, and the best thing in the world can be over- 
done. 
Many Republicans all through the West 


have at last discovered this fact, and to some extent 
light seems to have broken in the Republican 
stronghold*of Iowa. What the effect of this light 
will be remains to be seen. 


Speaking generally Mr. Henderson, with his 


unyielding partisanship, has been a fair type of Iowa 
Republicanism. 
A few years ago the State was 


permeated through and through with free coinage 
sentiment. 
Henderson, himself, was radically op- 


posed to the gold atandard, and almost ready to 
yott for free coinage at 16 to i. But in the end 
the party feeling prevailed, the bimetallic sentiment 
of the Republican* was gulped down, and Hender- 
son, Hepburn and the whole outfit of Iowa Re- 
pubi.can politician* are shouting vociferously for 
gold. 


If wa. arc to jwdge by their past record, the Re- 


publican* of the Hawkeye State after a due amount 
of spluttering will yiejd to the Eastern influences 
which dominate the party and not only abandon the 
thought of carbiag the trtMts by modifying the 
tariff, but actually adopt the Mark Hanna idea that 
the trtutt are good things and ought not to be 
curbed at all. At the same time it is not unlikely 
that there it a leaves, ol reform even in Iowa Repub- 
licanism, and if the party fails to give relief, as it 
surely will, t**re nay aasily be a break in the Re- 
publican lim«s there thai will change the political 
complexion of the State. 


At all •vemU it ia encouraging to note that Iowa 


. Republicans are able to see that there is something 


wrong with the industrial situation, and that a tar- 
iff which might have met the conditions of twenty 
years ago may work badly now. This, in itself, is 
a point gained. 
What Mr. Henderson's motives 


may be, or how he settles his differences with his 
constituents are matters of 
comparatively small 


concern.

Great Difficulty in Keep- 


ing Men at Work on 


the Cutoff 


B. D. and W. H. Kllpatrick hav« 


gone west to Inspect the great 1m- 
Sprovement work that is being done 
'along the line of the Southern Pacific 
by the nrm,of Kllpatrick Bros. & Col- 
lins, says the Ogdett Standard. They 
state that all their contracts are be- 
ing pushed aa fast as possible and 
that a number of the smaller con- 
tracts are being finished from week to 
week 


The greatest trouble that they have 


had with their work Is in their inabil- 
ity to secure a large number of men 
who will stay with the work until it 
Is finished. ' The average white rail- 
road laborer belongs to the lowest 
class of the genus hobo, and it Is very 
difficult for the contractors to per- 
suade them to stay with the work for 
a month. 
Most of the sub-contract- 


ors have made a sliding scale in the 
employment of the laborers, and by 
this means are able to keep more of 
them for a period of a month than 
formerly. 
They pay $1.75 when the 


mon quit before the month Is up and 


per day when the? work the month 


out 


There are all races as well as classes 


of men represented In the various rail- 
road camps along the line 
The ne- 


groes are In the great minority. Out- 
side of the white hobo the greatest 
trouble is experienced with the Ital- 
ians. These, as a general thing, hire 
to the contractors through an Italian 
middleman—a sort of an employment 
agent. 
These middlemen work ex- 


clusively with certain contractors and 
they draw -a commission both from 
the contractor and the Jaborer 
As a 


result they have formed a combine 
and concocted a scheme, for money- 
getting that Is a cause of great embar- 
rassment to the contractors 
One of 


the middlemen will get a position for 
a gang of his compatriots and they 
will work about two weeks, when he 
notifies another of the middlemen, 
who works on one of the other roads, 
and the latter appears, arouses dis- 
satisfaction among the laborers by 
stories of more pay and the entire 
gang quits and goes with him to the 
new Job
